WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(UP) 
Evidence that Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Andrew W. Mellon, interested in 
the $2,000,000,000 Barco oil conces- 
sion, had told President Olaya, of 
Colombia, that the nation’s financial 
restoration depended upon settlement 
of its petroleum questions, was of- 
fered to the senate finance committee 
today. 

A few hours earlier before the house 
judiciary committee which is hearing 
impeachment charges against the sec- 
retary of the treasury, Mellon's per- 
sonal attorney, Alexander W. Gregg, 
denied that Mellon had given any such 


gdvice, or that he had talked abopt the } 


Barco concession. 

Senator Hiram Johnson, of Califor- 
nia, brought in the alleged advice. 
It had been referred to generally in 
the house hearing, at which Mellon 
entered denial that he was engaged 
in any business activities which made 
him ineligible to fulfill his office. 

Johnson offered in evidence a de- 
tailed question and answer interview 
with Olaya in the Bogota newspaper 
El Tiempo, August 7, 1931. 

Olaya was quoted as saying that 
when he was in this country early in 
1931 he was guest of honor at a din- 
ner given by Secretary of State Henry 
L. Stimson. Mellon was a. fellow 
guest,

Replies to ““Open Door” Warning With Assur- 
ance That Manchurian Expedition Is

TOKYO, Jan. 16.—(Saturday)—(P) 4 
Foreign Minister Kenkichi Yoshizawa 
replied today to Secretary of State 
Stimson’s note invoking the nine-pow- 
er treaty in the Manchurian conflict 
by declaring that the open-door policy 
will be maintained in Manchuria. 

The reply was delivered to Ameri- 
can Ambassador W. Cameron Forbes 


by the foreign minister. 

The Japanese note, addressed to Mr. 
Forbes, follows : 

“I have the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of your excellency’s note of 
January 8, which has had the most 
careful attention of this government. 

“The government of Japan is well 
aware that the government of the 
United States could always be relied 
upon to do everything in its power 
to support Japan’s efforts to secure 
full and complete fulfillment in every 
detail of the treaties of Washington 
and the Kellogg treaty for the out- 
lawry of war. 

“They are glad to receive this addi- 
tional assurance of the fact. 

“As regards the question which 
your excellency specifically mentions 
of the policy of the so-called open 
door, the Japanese government as has 
so often been stated, regard that pol- 
icy as a cordial feature of the poli- 
tics of the Far East and only regret 
that its effectiveness is so seriously 
diminished by the unsettled conditions 
which prevail throughout’ China. 

“In so far as they can secure it, 
the policy of the open door will al- 
ways be maintained in Manchuria as 
in China proper.

DEATH AUTO SOLD 
TO “M. H. PARKER” 


The first definite clue to the 
identity of the owner of the Lin- 
coln sedan used by Patrolman A. 
Douglas Poole in the accident near 
Adel Sunday was obtained Friday 
night when it — learned that 
the car was sold by an Atlanta 
agency on September 29, 1930, to 
a man giving his name as M. H. 
Parker, of Forsyth, Ga. The deal 
was a cash transaction. 

No one by the name M. H. 
Parker could be located at For- 
syth. Assistant Chief of Police 
G. K. Banks said he had never 
heard of such a person. 

The motor number of the car 
used by Poole is 30,546. The auto 
license tag is A-6639. 


As the first victim of Patrolman 
A. Douglas Poole’s Cook county aute 
crash was borne to her grave, and the 
death of a second was expected mo- 
mentarily, Atlanta police launched a 
citywide investigation to learn the 
identity of the owner of the car used 
by Poole. 

At Valdosta, Mayor E. D. Rivers, 
of Lakeland, whose son, E. D. Rivers 
Jr., drove the ill-fated auto into which 
Poole’s car crashed, charged that 
Poole and his companion, Patrolman 
Hoyt D. Gaines, also of Atlanta, both 
of whom are charged with murder, 
were using a rum-runner’s car at the 
time of the accident. 


These charges, after being received 
resulted in a conference |} 
between Chief of Police James L. 
Beavers and Councilman G. Dan 
Bridges, chairman of the police com- 
mittee. Immediately after the con- 
ference Beavers said he would issue 
orders to all members of the police 
department to try to find out whose 
car Poole was driving. 

Lieutenant T. O. Sturdivant and 
Detective F. C. (Red) Foster, who 
returned from Valdosta Wednesday, 
said they were certain the car was 
the property of a man they described 
as a Tenth street bootlegger, but that 
thus far they had been unable defi- 
nitely to trace the car to this man 
because the license on it was issued 
for another car and to another per- 


The alleged bootlegger dismissed 
the statements of the detectives with 
the simple denial that it was not bis 
car and that he knew nothing of it. 
However, detectives assigned to the 
inquiry by Chief Beaverg pointed out 
that during Poole’s career as a -pa- 
trolman he had been assigned to the 
beat in which the garage of the al- 
leged bootlegger is located and that 
they are certain that he was person- 
ally acquainted with the alleged boot- 
legger, whether or not he knew of the 
man’s liquor-running activities. 

The car used by Poole was a Lin- 
coln sedan. It still is being held by 
the Cook county authorities.

Injunction Against Contract 
Made by Atlanta Concern 
Ix Not Granted. 


Officials of the Mortgage Guarantee 
Company of Atlanta Friday won the 
first round in a court fight on a con- 
tract with the Greyling Realty Cor- 
poration, a subsidiary of the Nation- 
al Surety Company, whereby the two 


companies would continue to service 
loans made by. the Atianta concern, 
when Chancellor J. O. Weolcott, in 
Wilmington, Del., declined to. grant 
an injunction against the contract.

Cole, said that under the contract 
the Mortgage Guarantee would vir- 
tually turn over its $1,000,000 in as- 
sets to the Greyling Realty concern. 
Associated with Mr. alker was the 
legal firm of Calhoun, Dillon & Cal- 
houn and Frank Alien Constangy. 
The firm of Hastings, Stockley & Duf- 
fy, of which Senator Hastings, of 
Delaware, is a member, is handling 
the case in the Wilmington court. 

Officials of the Mortgage Guarantee 
Company said that the contract sought 

would enablé the National Surety to 
dispose of taxes, interest and other 
company matters in an orderly man- 
ner, 

Kirk Smith, president of the Mort- 
gage Guarantee; denied that either 
the National Surety or the Greyling 
company was a holding company for 
the Atlanta properties. He said that 
his company had for years been the 
collecting agent for National Surety 
loans. 

At the time he filed the injunction,

THE DOCTOR PRONOUNCES 
A MAN DEAD. ; 

In the early years of my practice 
1 had a darned hard time making a 
living, as you may readily suppose I 
would. Not that I had no practice. 
Gosh, I had quite a busy little prac- 
tice, but Lord, how the deadbeats did 
favor me! When I had endured it for 
five years I was pretty despondent. I 
envied young fellows who brought 
home their wages regularly every 
week, pay for all or practically all 
they had done-the week before. 5S 
I slipped away one day and—lI didn't 
drown myself, but tried another form 
of suicide. I took a civil service ex- 
amination for the job of prison phy- 
sician. I got the job. I: went to prison. 
I served about three hours, I met a 
murderer who was acting as the for- 
mer prison physician’s right-hand man 
—dispensing his medicines, etc., for 
lack of a professional assistant. I 
learned that as prion doctor one of 
my first duties would be the examina- 
tion of electrocuted men to pronounce 
them, sufficiently dead.

The information received by Com- 
mandér Farley did not give in detail 
the nature of the minor injuries suf- 
fered by the crew. 

The coast guard patrol boat Bount- 
well, ,from New York, reached the 
injured vessel at 5:30 o'clock. 


Three other service vessels, the pa- 
trol boat Acushnet, from Woods Hele. 
and the destroyers Wainwright and 
Wilkes, are expected alongside with- 
in a few hours. 

For o4 minutes after the crash, 
consternation reigned ashore. Broad- 
casting stations were silenced, while 
the air was filled with a confusion 
of crackling messages, most of them 
from the Burrows. 

After many garbled messages the 
Burrows wirelessed she had the Hern- 
don in tow, but she still sent out calls 
for help. It was impossible to ascer- 
tain whether these calls meant the 
Herndon was in danger or whether 
the Burrows needed assistance in the 
towing.
